rant is Honored.

H arry K. Thaw will probably be at 
Concord, N. ii., before Governor Fel- 
ker. 
T h e fugitive's law yers, le arn ­ 
ing that an extradition w arrant from 
Acting Governor Glynn, of New Yolk, 
was on th e way to the New H am p­ 
sh ire capital, decided here and to de­ 
m and a hearing of the governor be­ 
fore he acts on tile m a tte r of ex tra ­ 
dition. 
They sent a rep resen tativ e to 
C oncord to confer with Governor Eel* 
ker and reinforced th eir appeal by tel­ 
egraph. 
Doth sides seem to be afraid of th e 
o th er and are not anxious to tak e any 
definite steps. 
T h aw 's 
law yers a re 
just a s unw illing to have a hearing on 
th e writ of habeas corpus as they w ere 
at Cherbrooke. 
Both sides are playing 
legal poker and there* is m uch bluff­ 
ing and a general refusal to show 
th e ir hands. 
T haw in the m eantim e is in the 
custody of Sheriff Drew. 
H e was to 
have been arraigned on Friday, but 
his counsel, after try in g vainly to per­ 
suade William T ra v e rs Jero m e not to 
seize T haw instantly should th e w ar­ 
rant from New York he honored at 
once. deferred bringing him Into court 
on the ground th at a prelim inary h ear­ 
ing would bring no good results. 
In 
fact, it might m ean his liberation with 
incident possibilities of his seizure. 
It 
was announced th a t by m utual con­ 
sent of counsel th e hearing h as be»*n 
put off. 
T haw 
issued 
a 
formal 
sta te m en t 
sum m oning up ids case and lam enting 
th e fact that New 
York sta te was 
spending so m uch m oney on him. T he 
s ta te m e n t follows: 
• I think the people of my own sta te 
would like to know by w hat w a rra n t 


i f law or com m on sense the money of 
the people of the* sta te of New York Is 
being spuandered like w ater by m any 
m ore thousands of dollars th an are 
available to me in these p ersisten t 
and unscrupulous efforts to retu rn nu* 
to Mutteawan. 
“ If I ani sane th en certainly I d on’t 
belong to M atteaw an; if I w ere insane 
then the laws of New York S tate it­ 
self m ake it com pulsory th a t I be de- 
jxjrted from New York to my hom e 
Mate, Pennsylvania. 
“ T he statu tes of New York require 
that Insane persons from an o th er sta te 
who a re sent to M atteaw an or to any 
other New York public asylum not 
barged with crim e (and I as an ac ­

sent out of Hie sta te back to the state 
if th eir residence. 
“T h e New York law is so anxious to 
get rid of alleged insane persons from 
m o th er slate that it provides that doc­ 
tors and nurses, if needed, Im* supplied 
to get rid of them. 
T he United S tates 
o u rts have adjudicated me a resident 
if P ittsburg and reaffirmed this fact 
within three m onths.

York money to retu rn m e?

K T H A W .” 
A rem ark ab le tale was told of a plot 
md counter--plot involving Thaw . Wil­ 
iam T. Jerom e, w ho is rep resen tin g th e 
State of New York, brought the swift- 
it autom obile he could procure to 
Colebrook together with a chauffeur 
luted for his reckless daring and his 
willingness to “ take a chance.”
